1845 feet wide by 1,500 feet. long, ‘aud consista 
of a serics of circles within éircles, which en- 
close at last what’ is to be.a beautifal central 
garden, fitted with rare flowers. fountains, aud 
crapmental basius,. ‘The outer rim of this great 
belt is, Sf course, the largest, and, unfuriimately 
ns regards its appedrance, it is the highest.

Another objection to the form of the 
building i its series of concentric cireles.+ 
with their dividing walls and partitions, “hare 
put an effectual stop to anything like proper 
véntilation, ..Already the dust ia in ‘motionléas 
clouds withonta brenth of air to carry itoff, and 
even now, when theeun is out, the atmosphere 
of the interior i minst! unpleasautly. warm und 
close. -In the “glorious days of July”. it will 
bo little chort of a, gigantic oven. “All these, 
however are minor daficiencieg, which may either 
be overcome or mitigated, and they certainly 
sink into insignificance-compared with the Jast 
uid most important deficiency of all. Itis with 
a feeling of relwiance that T mention it, and 
nob with a viaw of exciting ‘uneasiness, bub 
simply in the discharge of my duty.ns recording 
facts. The trath is, then, that the Paris Hx- 
hibition building ia built: with the most catire 
disregard of all the dangers that may ariay from 
fire--in other wonda, it is ane-of the most ela 
borately conatructed bonfires cver put together. 
With the excoption of tho pictura riley walls 
and the outer iron eovaring, the whole interior 
isa webof the lightest wooden screens, which 
aro hereafter:to he formed into alcoves, and 
draped with net. and muslin curtains.: Anything 
morg| inflammable than the materials - thua 
brought together it would be difficult to conceive 
nor wouldit be easy to muke any other arrungé- 
ment by which im case.of fire breaking out.
